Bingham, 
“that Chang Tso Lin 
would welcome my proposal with 
open arms. 
He is endeavoring to 
conquer Chins snd from all reports 
he still is optimistic regarding his 
ability to do so. 
“But I do not believe Chang ever 
will achieve his ambition. 
“Chang is a northerner and uses 
northern methods of transportation. 
*1 observed in China last summer 
that the northern troops use wheels 
for transportation. Dump carts and 
wagons were in vogus to carry sol­ 
diers.”

Jeremiah Harty, of Omaha, 
Noted Cleric, Dies in 
Los Angeles 


(By United Press) 
LOS ANGELES, Oct. 29.—Arch­ 
bishop Jeremiah 
J. 
Harty, 
of 
Omaha, died in the St. Agnes rec­ 
tory this morning. 
The noted prelate, who would 
have been 74 had he lived until 
November I, had been in 111 health 
for two years and in a serious 
condition for several weeks. Phy­ 
sicians gave up all hope of sav­ 
ing his life early this week. 
Archbishop Harty first came to 
Los Angeles about 18 months ago, 
seeking a climate to cure a lung 
affliction resulting from an at­ 
tack of influenza. 
He appeared to be recovering 
until five weeks ago, when his 
condition became serious. During 
the last few days his strength 
ebbed gradually. Last rites of the 
Catholio church were administered 
Thursday, when it became appar­ 
ent he might die at any hour. 
The archbishop served 50 years 
in the priesthood. 
As American 
archbishop to the Philippines, he 
did much toward the reconstruc­ 
tion of those islands following the 
Spanish-American war. He was a 
close personal friend of Presidents 
Taft and Roosevelt and of the late 
MaJ. Gen. Leonard Wood. 
Father C. Molony, of the St. 
Agnes parish, said services would 
bs held here for the archbishop, 
after which the body would be 
sent to Omaha for interment. 
Father Molony, the Rev. C. Sul­ 
livan and the Rev. F. Sherman 
were at the bedside when death 
came.

Amos Denounce* Sin. Ames 2:4-12.

Editor of The Congregationalist 
We have seen in connection with 
last lesson the essential character 
of Amos and the preparation that 
came to an earnest 
true-hearted 
man as he went about the work of 
his dally life In open spaces, work­ 
ing with God In nature and through 
nature's process. 
Amos was a herdsman 
and 
a 
gatherer of fruit. He wa* 
accus­ 
tomed to keen and clear sense of 
value. There were in his world no 
illusions, no 
solf-deceptlons, 
no 
pleasing and plausible social fal­ 
lacies that obscured th* elemental 
facts and conditions of life. 
Much of th# world’* aln and im­ 
m orality arises from lack of clear 
perception. It may be said that any 
man knows th* difference between 
right and wrong; and within cer­ 
tain limitations that la true. But In 
modern complex life there are all 
manner* of theories that tend 
to 
break down the clearness of this 
distinction 
between 
right 
and 
wrong. 
Moreover, the very complexity of 
society does not makes th* distinc­ 
tion always clear even for earnest- 
minded men and women. 
Paia* Prosperity 
Ancient Israel In 
the 
time 
of 
Amos was In a prosperous 
social 
condition. 
It was a period when 
nationally men were 
glorying 
In 
their prosperity, but, as often hap­ 
pens, much of this seeming pros­ 
perity was on a false and Insecure 
foundation. It did not rest upon th* 
Mild basis of Just and righteous re­ 
lationships man with man. It was 
under 
these 
circumstances 
that 
Amos pronounced the Judgments of 
God, which were also the 
judg­ 
ments of sound sociology, against 
his nation in Its day of 
seeming 
prosperity. 
Coming with his clear vision from 
the fields he was not deluded 
by 
any show of grandeur and m agni­ 
ficence. The show of splendor, lux­ 
uriating ta ill-gotten gains, did not 
blind him for a m om ent He looked 
beneath It all to the hollowness a s­ 
sociated with social injustice. ’T hey 
have sold the righteous for silver,’’ 
he said, “and the poor for a pair of 
•hoes.” He perceived a disregard for 
the v eek and the tragic lack of the 
sense and guidance of morality, to 
say nothing of the lack of any vital 
religion. 


TEXT* AMOS 2:4-12 
Thus saith the Lord; For three transgressions of Judah, and for 
four, I will not turn away th# punishment thereof; because they have 
despised th* law of the Lord, and have not kept hi* commandments, 
and their lies caused them to err, after the which their fathers have 
walked: 
But I will send a fire upon Judah, and It shall devour the palaces 
of Jerusalem. 
Thus saith the Lord; For three transgressions of Israel, and for 
four, I will not turn away the punishment thereof; because they sold 
the righteous for silver, and th* poor for a pair of shoes; 
That pant after the dust of the earth on the head of the poor, 
and turn aside the way of the meek; and a man and his father will 
go In unto the same maid, to profane my holy name: 
And they lay themselves down upon clothes laid to pledge by every 
altar, and they drink the wine of the condemned ta the house of their 
god. 
Yet destroyed I the Amorite before them, whose height was like the 
height of the cedars, and he was strong as the oaks; yet I destroyed 
his fruit from above, and his roots from beneath. 
Also I brought you up from the land of Egypt, and led you forty 
years through the wilderness, to possess the land of the Amorite. 
And I raised up of your sons for prophets, and of your young men 
for Nazarltes. 
Is it not even thus, O ye children of Israel? saith the 
Lord. 
But ye gave th* Nazarftea wine to drink; and 
commanded 
the 
prophets, saying, Prophesy not. 


Religion itself, under the circum­ 
stances, had become perverted to 
the approval of immoral and abom­ 
inable practicea 
W ithout sounding any note 
of 
undue pessimism may not one say 
that there is something very mod­ 
ern in all this arraym ent of society 
by Amos? Can one deny the extent 
to which the righteous are still sold 
for silver and the needy for a pair 
of shoes? Is not the glaring im­ 
morality of our modern life, espec­ 
ially as It affects home and family 
relations, made vivid, 
sometimes 
horribly vivid, with Its records of 
adultery, murder and divorce? Is 
there not also, even as in the an­ 
cient day, a tendency to reduce th* 
very maxims of philosophy and re­ 
ligion to the approval of the things 
of unrestraint and so-called 
“self 
expression r* 
Is there not a profound need 
of 
the clear and elemental vision of 
men like Amos to m ark the distinc­ 
tion between the things 
that are 
right 
and 
the 
things 
th at 
are 
wrong? 
Applying th* Teaching 
It would not bo right to say that 
all the cleansing and revivifying 
powers of life are associated with 
the country, that Is, with the rural 
sections.

I have been repeatedly asked for information concerning the new Ford, 
and I am pleased to give to those interested the full benefit of the information 
I have gleaned from first one source and another. Here it is: 
The new Ford product will be known as the Linford, taking its name from 
Abraham Lincoln its founder, and Henry Ford, its manufacturer. Some other 
name may be substituted. 
The car will be equipped with a running gear, engine, body, gasoline tank, 
radiator and other accessories, usual to other automobiles. 
The wheels, of which there will be four, will be set on axles and will turn 
around and around, forward and backward, depending on the choice and skill 
of the driver. 
On the extreme front end, the car will be equipped with a radiator which 
will serve as a reservoir for water with which to water the road. The front 
of the radiator will be meshed so as to be an excellent smasher of bugs, in­ 
sects, other people’s chickens and the like. 
Situated somewhere on the car will be a gasoline tank which will contain 
a certain number of gallons of gasoline, or other liquids sold as gasoline by fill­ 
ing stations. A lesser number of gallons can be used if desired. 
All seats will be equipped with cushions with more or less softness. On 
the touring and sedan models the rear seat will be directly behind the front 
seat. Both seats will be protected from the sun, rain, etc., by a top. 
In front of the front seat and behind the radiator will be placed a wind­ 
shield which will serve as a barometer. When it is raining the windshield will 
become smeared with mud, water, etc., from passing vehicles. 
The car will be guided by a steering gear or wheel which will turn to the 
right or left, but never both ways at the same time. 
Entrance to the car may be gained through the doors cut somewhere in 
the body or, if desired, by climbing over. 
The sedan and coupe models will be closed cars, and the touring and road­ 
sters will be open cars. 
The engine of the car will be usual in design and equipped with gears, 
pistons, cylinders, spark plugs, wires and other doo-dads. 
The car will be equioped with pneumatic tires, winch Will be placed over 
the wheels, tending to give the car a soft, airy, easy riding feeling. 
The new car will or will not be on display soon. However, I am ready to 
welcome it.

Old Baldy Trip 
Found Attractive 


The trip to Old Baldy, a round- 
topped mountain rearing far above 
the timberline, Is an ever popular 
one-day outing, according to the 
touring department of th* Na­ 
tional Automobile club. 
The summit of ML San Antonio, 
which has long been Informally 
known as Mt. Baldy, is reached 
by biking and saddle trails. 
Its 
barren top it marked by a sign 
which reads: 
"ML San Antonio, 
Old Baldy, elevation 10,900 feet.” 
A register la found here in a metal 
box on a stand, bearing the names 
of thoso who have conquered the 
climb. 
From this point, on clear days. 
inspiring views may be had of 
valleys, desert and the entire Ban 
Gabriel rangfe. 
A wide, smooth 
mountain road, without any diffi­ 
cult grades leads well up on the 
slope of ML Ban Antonio. 
While 
second gear work is necessary In 
places, the trip on the whole is a 
very easy and pleasant one. 
Two 
hiking trails 
lead 
from 
Camp Baldy to the summiL 
One 
I >ads to the left and is seven and 
one-half miles in length, following 
in 
part 
a very sharp 
cig-zag 
course, while the other is two 
miles longer, but less difficult to 
negotiate. 
It 
leads across 
the 
Devil’s backbone, over a mountain 
ridge from which the hiker may 
look down for hundreds of feet to 
canyon or desert. This portion of 
the trail is very spectacular and 
offers thrills to even the most 
courageous. 
Further on, the trail leads to a 
broad flat mesa which la a verita­ 
ble forest of towering pines, thick­ 
ly 
covered with 
soft, 
fragrant 
pine needles. 
It is possible to 
drive beyond Manker Gat*, a dis­ 
tance four miles north of Camp 
Baldy, but the road is somewhat 
steep in place*.

On© day not long ago th© detec­ 
tive© of Scotland Yard, as gently 
aa they could, broke to her the 
news that her daughter, Mrs. Min­ 
n i e Bonati, had been murdered 
by John Robinson. 
The man had 
not only killed her. but had cut 
up her poor body, packed it into 
a trunk and left it in the bag­ 
gage room of a London railway 
station. 
Now there is In the Old T esta­ 
ment aomething about an eye for 
a eye and a tooth for a tooth . . . 
Vengeance 
Mrs. Budd, frail and old, sat In 
the criminal court in her old black 
dress and with her dim eyes peer 
ed at the man in the dock who 
had done her daughter to death 
In her mind wa* th* memory of 
that Old Testament sentiment. The 
jury filed In. 
It had found the 
man guilty of murder. 
Th# Judge 
put hi* black cap on and aentenc- 
ed the man to be hanged by the 
neck until dead. 
Probably Mrs. Budd whispered 
to herself: 
"Vengeance Is mine!" 
But as she slowly passed out of 
the court buildings something hap­ 
pened. 
She passed another strick­ 
en woman, also poor and shabby, 
though not so old. 
Prom her lip# 
came a despairing sob. 
For th* 
man in th* dock wa* her man— 
the father of her two little ones.

The hanged man 
is dead and done with.

The greatest problem in America today is the 
problem of law-observance.

Law enforce­ 
ment officials are like other men, they desire to 
have the approval of their fellows. 
They want 
support in doing their duty and when they receive 
ridicule and criticism for carrying out their oath 
of office they are inclined to avoid that criticism 
and ridicule. 
Very recently one of the great journals of Cali­ 
fornia in writing on our law situation headed its 
editorial “Police Must Suppress Crime, Not Paid 
to Snoop or Tattle.” 
In the course of its article 
it said, “Obviously there are three different classes 
of police. 
The crime suppressor, the public an­ 
noyers and the snoopers and tale-bearers.” 
This paper was in reality attacking the police of- 
ficer for enforcing a statute that the paper did 
not went to see enforced and those that were en­ 
forcing this statute were public annoyers, snoopers 
and tale-bearers. 
Instead of such s position favor­ 
ing real law-enforcement it breaks respect for all 
law and tends to an anarchy toward which we are 
surely tending and will reach unless there is a tre­ 
mendous effort to prevent it. 
It was quite indica­ 
tive that there is a definite plan to carry this out 
in the management of this paper because on die 
first page of the paper under the byline of a not­ 
ed writer there appeared an article in which the 
following is a part. 
"'Rough and rocky Is prohibition's road. 
Police 
Chief Hughes of Chicago says: 
'My men will 
catch crooks; won't waste time snooping for pock­ 
et flasks. 
There is no more chance of (hying up 
Chicago than there is of my flying without wings. 
‘He points a finger at each man interviewing 
him, asking: *Do you obey the Volstead act? 
Do 
you? 
Do you? 
They say the act was made for 
somebody else, not for them." 
The connection between the article on the first 
page and the editorial on the last page is too clear 
and apparent to leave any doubt in the mind of 
thinking men as to the determined policy behind 
the publication. 
When the same men violate continuously any 
law or constitutional provision and make financial 
gain out of such violation so that their names and 
faces and rotation of business are well known it 
simply means that the official whose business it is 
to enforce the law has entered into agreement to 
protect the law violator either because of per­ 
sonal sympathy or for part of the plunder. 
The 
issue is a deeper one than the penalties attached 
to the law. 
The issue is one having to do with 
the consciences of men and faithfulness of officials. 
It reaches at last its source of responsibility and 
power, the individual voter. 


STARTS OUT AUSPICIOUSLY 


Mr. Morrow, the new ambassador of this country 
to Mexico, has arrived in Mexico City. There is no 
man who has ever represented our government in 
that unsettled republic to whom the Mexican gov­ 
ernment and our own government look with greater 
hope to settle amicably and satisfactorily the dif­ 
ferences which exist between them. 
We have been 
singularly unfortunate in our choice of ambassadors 
to Mexico. 
They have in the main seen die rep­ 
resentatives of those interests with which the Mexi­ 
can government has been at odds. They have been 
anything but friendly diplomats, genuinely interest­ 
ed in amicable relations between these neighboring 
republics. 
Larger things are hoped for from Mr. Morrow, 
and die reception which he has met in Mexico is 
significant of the confidence in him which is mani­ 
fest 
At first thought, his connection with die 
banking house of Morgan would have seemed to be 
against him, because it is with the big interests in 
the United States that the Mexican government is 
having its disagreements. 
But the character of 
Mr. Morrow, and the fact that he is so closely 
associated with interests which have much at stake 
prophesy a conciliatory diplomacy. 
The govern­ 
ment of Mexico has given ample evidence that it 
twill not and cannot be coerced. 
American interests 
in Mexico have nothing to gain and everything to 
lose from continued instability or revolution. 
By 
reason of our exclusive jurisdiction assumed by the 
Monroe doctrine it is the business of the United 
States to deal diplomatically with the situation in 
Mexico. 
Foreign interests have as much af stake 
there as American interests, and if our government 
forbids other governments pursuing an aggressive 
policy wtidh have quite as much at stake bs we 
have in Mexico, we should use every honorable

SUN'S CURING RAYS CAN BE HAD MOST OF 
YEAR 
The fact la now well established that exposure of 
the growing child to ultra-violet rays is desirable 
for the prevention of that malformation of the bones 
known as rickets and for giving to the child other 
factors that develop when the utlra-vilet rays act 
upon the living human tissues. 
Studies made in Chicago by the department of 
health showed that there are only two months In 
the year, and those at the height of the summer 
season, when 
sufficient 
ultra-violet rays 
come 
through to be of much value in preventing rickets. 
No doubt the observations made in Chicago will do 
for most of the large cities of the world. 
Direct Sun Treatm ent 
In places where the rays of the sun are not block­ 
ed by a dense screen of smoke and smudge, such as 
hangs like a pall over most of our great centers, it 
is possible to give children sun treatment directly. 
Experiments show that the sun's ray need not come 
directly but may be had reflected from the sky. 
Rats fed on rickets-producing diets were placed 
in the shade where they got no sun but only sky­ 
light.* Others were placed in direct sunlight and 
still others put Inside in rooms where they received 
only .much subdued light. Finally a fourth control 
group was given a norma) diet and exposed to sun­ 
light. 
The rats on a normal diet and receiving sunlight 
grew magnificently. 
Those on a rickets diet with 
sunlight did better than those with skylight, but 
the latter did far better than those without light 
It was determined quantitatively that ekyllght, 
which Is reflected from the sun, has an anti-rickets 
effect from one-half to two-thirds of that produced 
by the available sunlight. Thus infants 
may be 
placed out of doors and protected from tho sun and 
still receive sum an ti-rickets effect from the re­ 
flected ultra-violet rays of the sky. 
Careful measurements, made with instruments, of 
the ultra-violet rays coming from the sun and from 
the sky indicate that during the last week in April 
and the first week in May the ultra-violet content 
of skylight alone is about $0 per cent of the ultra­ 
violet content of taillight. 
Rowers fo r Harm 
It is important to realize that direct sunlight is 
so strong that it may have powers for harm as well 
as for good. Sunstroke results from too much heat 
from the sun rays. 
Burning of the skin may be severe in an intent. 
Usually the first dose of direct sunlight should be 
small, given for but a few minutes on a small part 
of the body. 
As resistance to the sun's rays de­ 
velops the dose of sunlight may be increased. 
In ooid weather the child eon be exposed to sun­ 
light through some of tho various glasses that will 
pass the ultra-violet rays. The child should not be 
submitted to exposure to cold and frost In order to 
ID mexico, we w o u w use every nonorsoic submitted to exposure to oo 
and die best diplomacy is brats About a fair I give It the rays of tho sun.
